The origin The term Limerick, as 
applied toa certain form of five-line 
| Stanza, seems to be as yet undliscuv- 
jered. A statement was recently made 
| that this stanza is so called because it 
was invented by Edward Lear, and 
that he was born in Limerick, Lreland. 
But Mr. Lear was born in London, 
and, furthermore, he emphatically dis- 
claims the credit of having created 
ithe type. and says that it was sng- 
gested to him by a friend as a form of 
verse lending itself to a limitless vari- 
ety of humorous rhymes. Another 
suggestion offered is that the first 
stanza of the kind referred to the 
town of Limerick. This can scarcely 
be true, for the type dates back many 
centuries, although the title is of com- 
paratively recent application. 

Another explanation, and possibly 
the true one, is that a witty Irishman 
of Limerick made this particular form 
of stanza popular in political squibs, 
But whatever the origin of the title, it 
has been rapidly and widely accepted 
and fills a positive want. 

The first line of these stanza is usu- 
ally a string of meaningless words 
which also forms a refrain at the last, 
But these verses lack the distinguish- 
ing trait of the modern Limerick, 
which is a first line stating the exist- 
ence of a certain person in a definite 
place. 

So far as may be verified, the oldést 
of these are also found among the 


„Mother Goose ” rhymes, collected by 
Halliwell, 


There was an old man of Tobago, 
Who lived upon rice, gruel and sago ; 
Till, much to his bliss, 
His physician said this: 
“To a leg, sir, ot mutton, youmay go.” 


After these, the earliest Limerick of 
positive and authenticated date,is one 
— in an English public school in 


There was a young man of St. Kitts 
Who wasvery much troubled with fits; 
The eclipse of the moon 
Threw him into a swoon, 
When he tuinbled and broke into bits. 


In 1816 Edward Lear published his 
first collection of ** Nonsense Rhymes,” 
which, though not called Limericks, 
are all written in that form. 


Aside from their first-rate nonsense | 


the distinguishing qualities of Mr. 
Lear's Limericks are their rhymes to 
difficult geographical names: 


There was a young person of Crete, 

Whose toilette was far from complete; 
She dressed in a sack 
Spickle-speckled with black, 

That ombliferous Person of Crete. 


There was an Old Man of Apulia, 
Whose conduct was very peculiar; 
He fed twenty sons upon nothing but 
buns, 
That whimsical Man of Apulia, 


Lear's verses were followed, in 1864, 
by two books full of Limericks, which 
were privately published and sold for 
the benefit of the New York Fair in 
aid of the Sanitary Commission, 

Two of these rhymes are here given: 


There was a Young Lady of Lynn 
Whose waist was so charmingly thin, 
The dressmaker needed 
A microscope, she did, 
To tit this Young Lady of Lynn. 


There was an Old Man who said, “ Do 
Tell me how I’m to add two and two. 
I am not quite sure 
That it doesn’t make four, 
But | fear that is almost too few,” 


Among Englishauthors of Limericks 
may be mentioned the late Cosmo 
Monkhouse, who published « book of 
them. The following will serve as a 
sample : 


There once was an Old Man of Lyme 

Who married three wives at a time. 
When asked. Why the third?” 
He replied, ** One’s absurd, 

And bigamy, sir, is a crime.” 


Walter Parke is responsible for the 
next. 


There was a young man who was bitten 
By twenty-two cats and a kitten:

No matter; I'll die like a Briton.”

The only Limerick that Rudyard 
Kipling is known to have written is 
the oft-quoted : 


There was a small boy of Quebec, 
Who was buried in snow to his neck:

But we don't call this cold in Quebec.“ 


George du Maurier wrote many 
Limericks in French under the name 
of “ Vers Nonsensiques.” He is also 
responsible for the following :

And the English, I speaks him quite 
well! 

In America the writers of Limericks 
are legion. Indeed, it would be easier 
to enumerate the non-composers of 
this classic gtanza.

HOLD UP ITS OWN WEIGHT. 


Next fasten a piece of stovepipe 
wire above the bar and use it as a 
support for a small matchbox, It 
will then be seen that the heavier 
the matchbox is, the weaker will be 
the adherence of the magnet to the

magnet and matchbox is a little 
less than the magnet’s power of at- 
traction, it will be very easy to 
move the maguet along the bar, es- 
pecially if the bar is smooth and 
well oiled. This is the principle up- 
on which the new magnetic railroad 
operates. Dy balancing magnetic at- 
traction against weight the latter 
is practically abolished. In fact, a 
heavy train is made to pull upward 
as if it were equipped with wings. 

Thus, in case of the railway, sup- 
pose, for instance, that a train 
weighs ten tons. The engineer in an 
Albertson locomotive would merely 
turn on a magnetic force of eleven 
tons, overcoming the weight*of the 
train and allowing the train to slide 
along the rails with a friction of 
only one ton. The entire weight 
would in this way be more than held 
up by the magnet force. In fact, 
Professor Albertson has found a 
Way to abolish the attraction of 
gravitation, so far as his train of 
cars is  congerned. The train no 
longer weighs anything. Instead of 
pressing downward upon the rails 
it pulls upward.“ 

As a result, a ten-ton train loaded 
with passengers can be moved by 


A ONE HORSE-POWER ENGINE, 


Professor Albertson assures us. As 
to cost, it is said that a current .of 
electricity sufficient for a thousand 
ordinary electric lamps would hold 
in suspension a weight of about 
one hundred and twenty tons, or 
half a doren trains weighing twenty 
tons each. A motor of ten horse- 
power could move swiftly such a 
train.

Routine 
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COOKING RHUBARB 


Rhubarb is rich in oxalic acid, 
which does much to tone the system 
for summer's heat. The greatest 
wae to which we put rhubarb ie for 
pies. Yet it in impossible to bake it 
between crusts without! having the 
under crust soggy and indigestible. 

If rhubarb ple la desired make it 
Hike an English tart. Lay the inch- 
long, unpeeled bite of rhubarb in a 

granite or earthen pie plate 
and sprinkle liberally with ugar. 
Over the top lay stripe of paste in 
cross-bhar fashion and bake in « 
rather quick oven, attractive 
and hygienic ple made by 
stewing the rhubarb and ‘nearly fill- 
ing a pie plate with it. Over the 
fruit put a generous meringue, set 
it in a cool oven for a minute cr 
two, then chill. Serve thie with 
crisp wafers. 

Stewed Khubarb. Cut up one 


pound of rhubarb and cook in an 
ear

Jeliied Rhubarb.—Cut up one 
pound of rhubarb, and put it in a 
beam-pot with a thin slice of lemon, 
a small bit of ginger root and one 
cupful of sugar. cooked, add 
two tablespoon of granulated 
gelatine, dissolved in half a cupful 
of cold water, and atir until it 
mots in the hot rhubarb. If not 
pink enough, color with a touch of 
fruit red. Wet a mould with ice 
water and pour in the jelly. Turn 
out on a platter when firm, and gar- 
nish with whipped cream from a 
bag, 

Rhubarb Charlotte.—Butter a bak- 
ing dish and toss stale breadcrumbs 
in it until the sides are coated: 
then put in a. layer of buttered 
crumbs, next a layer of rhubarb cut 
in pieces with a generous sprinkling 
of sugar, a dash of salt and a grat- 
ing of nutmeg. Cover with the but- 
tered crumbs, then more rhubarb 
and crumbs on top. Bake for halt 
an hour in a moderate oven; serve 
warm with a creamy, hard sauce. 

Rhubarb Marmalade. — Press on a 
lemon squeezer all the juice from 12 
fine oranges and one lemon. From 
the shells of the fruit peel the white 
pith, then chop the rinds fine. 
the rind, juice, three pounds of 
sugar and two quarts of rhubarb cu 
in small pleces in a Preserving pain 
and boil until thick. 


MAKING OVER. 


The woman who understands how 
to clean up and refashion her hata 
and gowns is often as well dressed 
as those who spend a lot of money 
on their clothing. Time, skill and 
cleverness ars all needed, but then 
the result does prove so pleasing the 
expenditure of these requisites is 
soon forgotten. 

Here are a few hints which may 
help her on her cconomical way. 
Soiled feathers may be washed in 
hot water and soap. Rinse thor 
oughly to got the soap cut and 
brush the quills with a nail brush. 
Ostrich feathers may be treated in 
the same way. After rinsing them 
pasa them through a warm solution 
of oxalic acid. ‘Then they should be 
starched in a plain starch. The fib- 
ers may be curled with a warm 
curling iron. Steam the fibers bo- 
fore curling. Wings and fancy fea- 
thers may be cleaned with benzine 
and when dry rubbed with magnesia, 

All silk ribbons and pieces of silk 
may be washed in soft water, using 
pure white soap. Wash gently and 
rinse well. Roll in a towel and 
when nearly dry iron under tissue 
paper. Do not wring, but squeeze the 
water out by running through a 
wringer with a towel, or squeeze 
them between the palms of the 
hands. 

Silks can be well cleancd in 0 
line. The most important thing to 
remember is that the article to be 
cleaned must be entirely submerged 
in the gasoline. Many girls make

shall take eflectual’ means for giving 
to all persons resident within each 
ward, or within the township or

appointed place, for the purpose of 
being vaccinated, unless the child 
has been previously vaccinated: and 
upon the eighth day following the 
vaccination tho father or mother 
shall again take, or cause to de 
taken, the child to the medical prac- 
titioner, in order that he may ascer- 
tain by inspection the result of the 
operation. The penalty for non- 
compliance with these requirements 
is set forth in Section 13. If a 
father or mother does not cause the 
child to be vaccinated within the 
periods prescribed by this Act, ar 
does not, on the eighth day after 
the vaccination, take, or cause to 
be taken, the child for inspection, 
then the father or mother, so of- 
fending, shall be liable to a ponalty 
not exceeding $5.00 recoverable on 
simmary conviction before a Police 
Magistrate. 

SCHOOL LAWS AND VACCINA- 
TION, 

In spite of the unmistakable 
terms of the Act, and the penalty 
for non-compliance, the law is 630 
far ignored and treated as an un- 
meaning thing that not till applica- 
tion is made for admission of chil- 
dren to the Public schools, at ages 
varying from five to ten years, is it 
discovered that their parents are 
Violators of the law.

Prominent investigators, medi- 
cal men of worldwide authority, 
have unhesitatingly pronounced 
against it. Professor Alfred Russel 
Wallace, who deals with the matter 
from the standpoint of a statistician 
gays : “The operation is, admitted- 
ly, the cause of many deaths, and 
of a large but unknown amount of 
permanent injury ; the only really 
trustworthy statistics on a large 
scale prove it to be wholly without 
effect, as a proventive of smallpox, 
and it will undoubtedly rank as the 
greatest and most pernicious failure 
of the century.’ The late Rev. Hugh 
Price Hughes, who carefully studied 
the claims and results of vaccina- 
tion, asserts. “The facts produced 
before the Royal Commission have 
finally convinced me that vaccina- 
tion is a great mistake, and that 
compulsory vaccination is one of the 
most fearful outrages of sacred 
human rights that selfishness and 
cowardice have ever devised.’ 

To state the case most moderate- 
ly, there is a question as to the 
merits of vaccination, If the claims 
of vaccination were established there 
might be some defence for the law. 
But there being a question touching 
those claims, the law that enforces

the practice is an unjustifable inter- 


ference with individual rights, It 
compels subjection of the body to a 
known evil, in anticipation of a 
doubtful good. It refuses to the in- 
dividual the right of judgment in a 
questionable matter, and makes the 
defence of his own body and the 
bodies of his children, against that 
which he believes to be an evil, a 
punishable misdemeanor. It com- 
mits an assault upon the person and 
will of the individual, under pre- 
tence of protecting the body from 
disease, that divine law does not 
sanction even to save the soul.

HEIR OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Personaſty of the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand. 


The famous prophecy of the late 
M. de Blowity, that the death of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph of Aus- 
tria-Hungary would be the signal 
for the great European war, leaves 
out of count, in some degree, the 
personality of the heir to the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian throne—the Arch- 
duke Franz Ferdinand.

The news- 
papers have often printed news or 
judgments concerning him that 
were incorrect ; he has never had 
them contradicted. ‘Some day,“ He 
says, it will be seen that 1 was 
misjudged.’ 

The Princess, for the Arch- 
duke’s wife being by birth a mere 
Countess of a family that doesn't 
reign could not become an Arch- 
duchess, leads only a domestic lite. 
Discreet, reserved, hating ostenta- 
tion and external show as much as 
does her husband, she devotes ber- 
self with scrupulous delicacy to 
avoiding every occasion where her 
rank, Which doesn’t correspond to 
her true station, might arouse mis- 
understandings or bring up ques- 
tions of etiquette. 

“As the wife of the heir to 
throne she cannot be confused 
the general public ; but, on 
other hand, her official rank 
cludes her taking place with her 
husband in court life; she, there- 
fore, keeps away. 

“Franz Ferdinand is a hand work- 
er. He has all the education that 
is indigpensable to a cultivated gen- 
tleman and is, besides, a specialist 
in military sciente, economics and 
the science of government. As re- 
gards music and art his knowledge 
does not rise abore the level of a 
cultured man of the world who has

Ottawa May 11.— The committee 
for the redistribution of the constitu. 
encies had their firet real plunge in- 
to the subject this morning. The 
readjustment of the Ontario seats 
was under discussion, and from the 
best information obtainable it was 
determined to proceed on the follow- 
ing lines: 

The unit of population is to be 
25.000. All counties under that 
unit and up to à unit and a halt are 
entitled to one member. Counties 
overa unit anda half and up to 
two units and a half are to be given 
two members. Counties over two 
and a half units will be accorded 
three members. The total repre- 
sentation of Ontario will be eighty- 
six members. Under the redistri- 


bution two new members must be 


given to New Ontario, and the ad. 
dition of the suburbin population to 
Toronto will mean another member 
tor that city. Including the six 
which the Proyince must lose by its 
failure to increase in the necessary 
proporation of population, this 
makes nine members to come off old 
Ontanio's representation. Proceed - 
ceeding on the lines laid down by 
the committee, the numerical repre- 
sentation of the constituencies of 
Ontario would be as tollows :—

His first experi- 
ments were designed to show the in- 
fluence of fting upon the scion 
wood, and they resulted in changing 
tobacco from an annual to a biennial 
upon the tomato and in producing a 
variety of bean that fruited twice in 
a season by grafting different beans 
upon one another. 


Whea to Spray. 


No date can be fixed upon, yet spray- 
ing must be done at the right time if 
the best results are to be obtained. 
The right time is immediately after 
the blossoms fall and before the calyx 
of the forming apples close. If there 
are belated blossoms on the trees after 
the great mass of bloom has fallen, do 
not wait for them if some of the 
calyxes are closing. If the trees do 
not all bloom nearly together. 
spray the early blooming trees first 
and then in a few days spray the 
others. Repeat the latest ten days.—

Manulacturing Farmers. 


Every farmer should be a manufac- 
turer and sell as little raw material 
off the farm as possible. 
facturing beef, ebe. mutton, butter; 
cheese, milk, and many other products 
he can make two profits—for instance, 
that of the cattle raiser and the cattle 
feeder. There is no economy in rais- 
ing the cattle and growing and har- 
vesting the feed and then.selling both 
the cattle and feed to someone else to 
furnish the beef product. Why should 
not the farmer feed his own crops to 
his own cattle and market his own 
beeves, thus saving all the cost of 
buying each separately, bringing them 
together and combining them? Farm- 
ers can feed their own live stock at 
less cost than anybody else. 


Naming the Farm. 


Too much cannot be said in favor of 
giving the homestead a name by 
which it may become distinguished in 
the district or Province in which it is 
situated, says the Farmers Advocate. 
Most farmers who are breeding pure 
bred stock have taken advantage of 
this idea, and there is no reason why 
others who are making special efforts 
in producing high-class products or to 
have their premises appear homelike 
should not do likewise. It will in- 
fluence the boys and girls to think 
more of home, and will lead them to 
take a greater interest in making it 
appear beautiful. It costs nothing, 
and can certainly do no harm, but will 
rather tend toward making the home 
more widely known, and eventually 
more valuable,

MEN BURNED IN CAR.

A Winnipeg despatch says: One of 
| the most horrible catastrophes in 
ithe history of the Wert occurred at 
1 o clock on. Thursday morning on 
the main line of the G. . R. near 
‘Dexter Station, about 52 miles east 
let Fort William. A tie train, run- 
‘ning at « high rate of speed, wees 
derailed and thrown completely in- 
ito the diteh. In the boarding car 
attached to the rear end of the 
train, and filled with employes, 12 
wen wore burned to death, being un- 
able to extricate themecives from 
the upturned caboose.

“every right, authority or permis- 
sion to construct, maintain or 
operate within Ontario, in, under, 
above, on, or through any highway, 
road, street, lane, public place or 
public water, any such structures, or 
other things for the purposes of 
bridges, railways, tramways, or for 
the purpose of conducting steam. 
heat, water, gas, oll, electricity, or 
any property, substance or product 
capable of transportation, transmis- 
sion or conveyance, for the supply of 
water, light, heat, power, transpor- 
tation, telegraphic, telephonic or 
other service.? 

WHAT ARE EXEMPT. 

One of the first clauses of the bill 
deals with exemptions, and to this 
subject attention was directed by 
Mr. Ross. In additicn to the ex- 
emptions on Crown property and 
churches, there is a sub-section deal- 
ing with educational institutions. 
The buildings and grounds of col- 
leges, schools and universities are to 
be exempted as Tong as they are 
actually used and occupied by such 
institutions, but not otherwise, and 
provision is made for every other 
school or seminary of learning,“ 
which is conducted in conformity 
with the regulations laid down by 
the Province. The buildings and 
grounds exempt under the bill shall, 
however, be liable to be assessed for

is one of the twelve or fifteen Mul- 
labs in Somaliland, also called 
Sheiks or Widads, who are the re 
ligious leaders of the Somalis, It is 
fortunate for the British that a 
aumber of the Mullahs are their 
friends, for they are helping to keep 
open the line of communfcations 
with the sea and to direct the Bri- 
tish to sources of water in this dry 
season. 

In all inner Somaliland there is 
not a single prominent settlement 
except those occupied by these Mo- 
The centers ‘of 
population are on an average, at 
least seventy miles apart. They 
were built at the principal sources 
of water, 

if all the Mullahs were against the 
British it would be practically im- 


possible for the latter to conduct a 


campaign in the interior during the

When Impersonation is Risky.

Substantial jastice ts being done 
to the men convicted of impersona- 
tion in connection with the Ontario 
Referendum on the Liquor Act. 
Last week in Toronto, Jim Frawley 
was sentenced to twelve montns’ 
imprisonment and $400 fine and 
costs or another three months. If 
this kind of punishment were in- 
flicted relentlessly upon “telegraph- 
ers who impersonate voters in 
parliamentary elections there would 
soon be an end of “ telegraphing.” 

Why is it that it is so much more 
dangerous to impersonate a voter in 
a liquor act referendum than in a 
parliamentary election ? 

We believe it is because the tem- 
perance people are in earnest in the 
prosecaticns. Impersonation is a 
crime with which they have not a 
particle of sympathy. It is a crime 
they do not commit and they form 
the only organized political party 
in Canada which does not commit 
or connive, at impersonation. The 
Liberals use telegraphers, the Con- 
servatives use them, the liquor men 
use them, the temperance men do 
not. Therefore, they need ha ve no 


compunction about prosecuting the 


offenders, and there is no possibility) - 
for them to saw off one crime 
against another. The practical 
politicians are not in earnest about

DANGERS IN POISON IVY. 


Some Simple Antidotes If Affected 
By It. 


“If one knows how the Rhus 
toxicodendron—that’ is the scientific 
name for the ivy—looka,"’ said a 
man of the woods, he can avoid 
it with ease. It is sometimes. a low 
shrub about a foot high, and it is 
also a graceful. vine, with stout, 
hairy stems. This vine sends out 
horizontal branches. The bush and 
the vine do not look alike, but both 
have coarse-toothed, ovan pointed 
leaves. These are always three in a 
group, and at this season the plant 
also bears small greenish white ber- 
ries,"’ . 

Poison oat, otherwise Rhus radi- 
cans, and poison sumach, or Rhus 
vinenta, are other plants to be 
avoided by visitors to the woods, © 
The sumach has groups of © four 
leaflets, oval pointed in form, ar 
ranged on a tapering stem. It differs 
from the real sumach in so far that 
its leaflets incline upward. In the 
autumn the foliage is a brilliant 
searlet, The little berries look like 
grayish white grapes. 

«A good antidote for ivy poisoning 
in its first stages is a solution of 
ordinary baking soda. A bottle 
containing d pint of water and a 
heaping teaspoonful. of baking: soda 
is carried by many persons who take 
walks in the woods, for while some 
people may handle the poison vines 
without danger, others are polsonéd 
if they pass within twelve feet of 


them.

The most delicious hams and bacon 
are the  toothsome country cured 
meat. With all packers’ new process 
curing there is none so good as the 
farm cured pork. The Wisconsin 
Farmer gives the following : 

We have a formula for a dry cure 
that has proved very satisfactory 
with us. We take for every thousand 
pounds of meat ten quarts of salt, 

pound of black pepper, one 
Saltpetre and two pounds 
brown sugar. Mix sugar, salt 
nd pepper together in a tub. Dis- 
solve the saltpetre in a quart of 
Water, then pour in the other dry 
mixture and mix thoroughly. When 
the meat has all the animal heat out 
of it, but not frozen, put each piece 
jin a tub and rub the mixture on un- 
til the meat has a very wet 
pearance all over, skin and all. After 
each piece is thus treated there is 
always some left, which I put on 
the protruding bones of the hams

Aslittle care 
must be exercised in feeding it to 
cows in calf, although for all kinds 


of stock it may be safely fed in the: 


proportions mentioned to the extent 
of about one tablespoonful a day. 
It will clear cattle of lice, free sheep 
of scab, and drive off ticks and will 
correct impaired digestion when ani- 
mals are being fed heavily on a fat- 
tening ration. It is simply surprise 
ing how quickly ticks on sheep will 
disappear if a tablespoonful of this 
mixture is fed to them daily for a 
few days. They will not only dis- 
appear from the animals, but will 
also leave their sleeping quarters. 
The feeding of it is so simple and 
the cost so small that it is some- 
what singular that more farmers do 
not use it. 25 


TREE PAINT. 


A great varicty of washes have 
been used for preventing the female 
beetles from laying their eggs upon 
the trees. The following is probably 
as effective as any that can be safely 
jusxl without danger of injury to the 
bark. Dissolve one-half gallon of 
soft soap or five pounds of whale- 
hot 
water, and acd one-half pint of car- 
bolic acid. When mixed, add - five 
gullons of warm water and enough 
lime to make a whitewash of about 
the consistency of paint. Finally, 
stir. in one-fourth of a pound ot 
Paris green. Apply the wash in 
April, before the eggs have been de- 
posited on the trees, and again in a 
fow weeks. All cracks and crevices 
must be filled and the bark thor- 
oughly and completely covered, a 
stift brush being best for the work. 
It must be understood that the work 
has no effect upon the borers after 
thev have once entered the tree, but 
is intended to prevent the depositing 
of eggs, or to kill newly hatched 
larvae before they have entered the 


bark.

sudden spring gales. The result is 
that she is very apt to founder and 
sink, as many have done, before the 


shoal of sprats “has beeh the death 
of many a stout crew and good 
vessel. On the Essex coast sprate 
are so plentiful that they are chiefly 
bought for manure, and strewn upon 
fields by the ton. 

Finally, there is the anger-fish, 
half-fieh half-crab, that is tho terror 
of all veseels but fronclade that use 
the South Seas. This creature, 
which is not bigwer than an almond, 
has a proboscis like an onlarged 
qnat-wting, that can bore through 
even sheet copper. Anger-fish fre- 
quent many of the lagoons of the 
coral islands. and burrow holes for 
themselves in the coral ; but they 
have a perverse habit of doing the 
same thing to ships lying at anchor, 
and the damage generally shows it~ 
self when next the vessel is at sea in 
bad weather—with disastrous results.

Glace Rhubarb—For, the ürst few 
weeks of spring, rhubarb haa a dé 
licious fruity favor Which appears 
later on. The wise home caterer will 
not fall to utile this at the right 
time, which cannot be mistaken, for 


while it is at its best the root end 


has a pinkish hue and the Ain is 
barely thick enough to be removed. 
A dish clear to the eye and delight- 
ful to the palate may be made by 
combining gelatine wi rhubarb. 
This is called glace rhu 0 

Peel a dosen stalks of\ young but 
not thin rhubarb,. and cut into good 
sized pieces, which, while not large 
enough to de clumsy, will retain 
their shape while cooking. They 
should ll a quart measure. 
them in a crock or saucepan large 
enough for them to cook in a single 
layer. This is important in cooking 
all summer fruits and such a broad- 
bottomed saucepan should always be 
kept in stock. 

Cover the rhubarb with a pint of 
cold water, stew gently and when 
it begins to soften, sprinkle a cup 
of sugar over all. Stew again gent- 
ly, shaking a little until the sugar 
melts. Try the fruit with a fork, 
and when tender remove from the 
syrup singly, taking care to keep 
each piece whole, and lay in a broad 
shallow glass dish. 

Put a tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatine ina bowl and mix with 
just enough cold water to soften it. 
Then gradually stir in the boiling 
rhubarb juice. Allow it to cool a 
little, and then pour over the fruit 
and place in the refrigerator for a 
few hours. At the end of that time 
the tender pieces of rhubarb will be 
found incased in jelly of just the 
right consistency, which is slightly 
more firm than the white of an egg. 
If a more solidified form is desired, 
heap the spoon with delatine. 

Granulated gelatine is the same 
price as the coarser sort, but as it 
needs no previous soaking, it will 
be found convenient, especially for 
fruit desserts. : 

Baked Poars.—The demand for 
fruity desserts before berries are on 
the market forces the housewife to 
concoct palatable dishes from the 
better grades of dried and evaporat- 
ed fruits. This season grocers are 
offering for 16 cents a pound 
a brand of evaporated pears 
that show each half section 
in perfect condition. A pound is 
equal to about a dozen pears, and 
for a family of five or six half this 
quantity will be sufficient. If a gas 
range is used only one burner should 
be lighted, and this turméd as low as 
possible. 

Soak the pears over night and 
spread in a small baking dish, sweet- 
ened to taste with molasses or sug- 
ar. Half a cup of water and a little 
whole clove and cinnamon should be 
added, the whole covered with «a 
close-fitting plate or lid and baked 
in the slow oven for forty minutes. 
Serve with hot gingerbread made 
after this recipe : : 

Turn into a mixing bowl one 
teacupful of molasses, one-quarter 
cupful ef shortening, boiling hot and 
composed of half butter and half 
lard; one teaspoonful of ground. gin- 
ger, the ted yellow rind of half a 
lemon and one large tablespoonful of 
milk. Blend together, but do not 
beat, if you desire the cake to re 
main dark. Now mix in smoothly 
without beating two even teaspoon- 
fuls of flour, sifted, with a teaspoon- 
ful of soda—not baking powder. Bake 
in a shallow pan, or in patty pins, 
about twenty minutes. The crust 
will be crisp if the recipe is clogely 
followed.

If the white alone is to be taken, 
it should be beaten with a whisk 
until very stiff and frothy, then sea- 
soned with salt, or sugar, which- 
ever is preferred, and eaten with a 
spoon. This can be flavored with a 
few drops of brandy if the patient 
likes the taste. 

Some who object fo an egg beaten 
in a glase of milk sweetened and 
favored, can take the egg if the 
sugar is omitted and the flavoring 
extract replaced by brandy. 

A spoonful of rich thick cream 
added to the white of an egg beaten 
still and favored with a spoonful of 
brandy is palatable and nutritious 
for an invalid or anyone whose 
health is impeired. A good pick 
me-up is needed in every family 
from time to time, and wise people 
understand that it is far better to 
spend a little time and trouble in.

Ot natural effigies, none are mora 
remarkable than the two which can 
be seen in Conchise and near Los 
Angeles. The former shows the face 
of an Indian chief, while the latter 
fis a surprisingly natural re ta- 
tion of a gigantic whale. The face 
of the Indian chief is an immense 
effigy, the profile being several miles 
in length ; it is formed by the shape 
of the summit of a mountain range, 
and offers a spectacle of a face of 

t diguity looking upwards. The 
zadlans tere it as the countenance 
of Conchise, a great chief. 

It is not uncommon to find the 
skeleton of a whale on the summit of 
the coast ranges of California, and 
once, when a new etreet was being 
marked out in Los Angeles, the 
skeleton of a whale actually was d 
up out of. the earth. How these te * 
monsters found their way to these 
spots is not known. Thus, when you 
hear that the form of a whale is to 
be seen in the side of the rock, you 
are mot surprised, but you become

lreally a carving done by time and 
the elements, and not the remains of 
a once living creature. The rock has 
fallen or crumbled away in such a 
manner as to form the under part of 
the whale, the lower jaw, the open 
mouth, the nose and the eye-—-a won- 
'derful eve—of the leviathan, while 
ithe upper part of the body is formed 
by the curvature of the rock.

HAMLETS OF ENGLAND. 


Unlettered Folk in English vn. 
lages and Their Wages. 


News from the great, troublous 
world without takes a long time to 
reach our hamlet, or, at any rate, 
to impress itself on the inhabitants. 
Hence the bulk of them know naught 
of the new Education Act and the 
county rate, and so forth, I doubt, 
indeed, whether it will affect us 
much, writes a correspondent of the 
London Express. 

All told, the inhabitants, includ- 
ing the folk at the little beer-house 
up the winding lane and the Scotch 
man and his family at the 16th cen- 
tury farm, number about a hund- 
red. Of these we can count just un- 
der forty adults, of whom eight can- 
not write or read their own names. 

The shepherd, for instance, can- 
not, though he is only 86, and does 
not therefore belong to a dark age 
in education matters. 

The hamlet is, I should say, on the 
whole, set in a fairly happy village. 
There is nobody out of work with 
us, and some calculations we have 
been making tend to show thet the 
folk are not so ill-off. 1 belleve 
that the weekly wage of the mon, 
taking the year, through, and mak- 
ing allowance for the perquisites and 
presents they get, is equal to about 
nineteen or twenty shillings. : 

THEY PAY THE FARMER 
or the ‘squire a shilling a week for 
their cottages, whereas “the rent 
would be half a crown if their land- 
lords were small and cager capital- 
ists. The head dairyman gets #ix-

WISE IDEAS ABOUT COWS. 


In the Journal of the Tiritiah 
Dairy Farmers’ Assoctation 
| 1903, we find an address on reed 
| ine and Feeding for Milk,” by Mr. 
John Evens of Burton, near Lin 
coln, England. Mr. Bivens is one of 
the most noted of English dairymen 
and his address gives evidence that 
he has made an exhaustive tun of 
his business, from the breeding and 
selecting of a bull, to the smallest 
detail in other departments. It ta 
very interesting to han the 
thought and speech of man who 
has a right to know what he ie 
talking about. We copy some of his 
ideas, 

Rightly enough he places great 
Stress upon the breeding of his sire. 
On this point he makes several good 
statements, such as the following: 

I consider the bull more than 
half the herd when breeding 
udiking qualities, In other words, 
I consider the influence of the bull 
in handing down the milking char- 
) acteristics is stronger than the cow. 
This question of the bull I consider 
the very weakert link in our dairy 
breeding. Men will naturally keep 
their best cows, but very many are 
satisfied to either buy or get t 
| Service of any bull, provided the fee 
is low enough; he may be from a 

short-necked, steer-hended cow with- 
out a bag, yet he is expected to get 
good dairy stock.” 

In confirmation of this theory Mr. 
Evens cites the history of several 
| bulls to prove how valuable they 
were because they had something 
to give” to their heifers, which they 
had inherited from their nwthers. 
The bull, heauty Bull“ from the 
famous cow, Boauty, sired Burton 
Obt Profit, a cow which averaged 
11,000 pounds of milk a year for 74 
years. Also he was the sire of the 
following cows:

Some cows breed good beifers and 
moderate bulls, some vice versa. 
|For instance the cow Beauty nover 
brod me a female that was a patch 
on herself; yet her son sired a lot of 
good dairy cows."’ 

He cites also the history of the 
bull Professor, bred from his best 
dairy cow. This bull sired 16 heif- 
ers, the poorest of which gave 558 
gallons, or 5,580 Ibs. of milk in her 
first year, and the highest 10,300 
Ibs. in her second year. Of these 
heifors, eight gave in their first year 
an average of 7,590 lbs. of milk; in 
their second year the whole 16 aver 
aged 7,940 lbs. of milk each for the 
year. 

This is a remarkable record from 
one herd, for a sire. He quotes a 
Mr. Marshall, also a representative

TOP-DRESSING FOR MEADOWS. 


We have used a manure spreadet 
since the fall of 1898 and- nd it to 
be one of the best paying farming 
tools we have on our karm, writes 
Mr. T. H. Skinner. Two man Can 
put out from 30 to 40 loads per day 
and the manure will be evenly spread 
over the whole surface. We this 
four loads spread with the spreader 
worth as much for cropa as five 
loads spread by hand, from the fact 
that the whole surface is covered 
with a fine coat which is at once 
available for the crop, while by the 
old method the manure is left te 
lumps and forkfuls, and portions 1 
the ground will be left without any- 
thing to feed the crop. 

We use tho spreader for top<iress 
ing and plow land, It ie geared to 
spread from five to 20 loads to the. 
‘acre. For top-cdressing our meadows | 
we spread ten loads per acre which 
gives excellent results. We consid .- 
er top~<ireasing the most profitabh 
way of applying manure for the pro- 
duction of hay.

Hon. F. R. Latchford, Com- 
missioner of Public Works, introduc-

Curious Custom in the North of 
England. 


There are some phases of life con- 
fceted with the opening of spring 
aml sununer seasons that the aver- 
age Londoner is quite unaware of in 
comparison with his fellowa%in the 
great teeming towns of the provinces 
and one of these in the North of 
England ig tho great annual paying 
out of sums which have been saved 
for months previously and which 
are destined almost solely for the 
purchasing of new clothes, says Lob- 
don Tit-Bits.

than three millions sterling is every

occur later in the year, quite £80,- 
000 is spent straight away in at- 
tractive raiment.
